June M.—Midway Plalsance was amov- 
ing mass of Humanity yesterday after- 
noon when the revolving machine ol 
George Washington Ferris, of Pitts- 
burgh, started. First the owners, then 
the Invited guests and then 4,000 expo- 
sition visitors who had been waiting 
patiently took a ride on the monster 
wheel. Old Sol beamed on the inau- 
gural ceremonies and there was no 
hitch In the proceedings. The 5,000 In- 
vited persons of more or less promin- 
ence was elevated slowly to a height of 
050 feet and by a gradual and inde- 
Bcrible motion lowered to the platform. 
Nobody was afraid to get on board the 
thirty-six cars of forty seats each, 
tout some of 
the 
women, 
and 


men, 
too, experienced 
a 
disa- 


greeable 
sensation 
in the motion' 


of the wheel which made them 
resolve not to go tip and down again. 
Still that was not the fault of the 
wheel, as the motion of the machinery 
is almost Imperceptible. There Is.how- 
ever a peculiar lurching, combined 
with a forward motion, which nobody 
has ever been accustomed to on land or 
water. Before the inaugural exercises 
began, and while the guests were gath- 
ering inside the gates, the Iowa State 
band was playing popular airs appro- 
priate to the occasion. The wheel re- 
volved a few times to show the thou- 
sands watching it with straining eyes 
the motion and safety of It. Robert 
II. Hunt, president of the Ferris Wheel 
Co .and architect of the Administration 
building, led the way to the platform 
which bad been erected under the 
wheel 
and 
acted 
as 
chairman. 


He was surrounded by L. O. O. Ferris, 
L. O. Rice, the,assistant to the inven- 
tor; Chief Wilkerfern, chief of the for- 
eign department; Gen. Miles, J. Q. 
Vincent, ex-chief justice of New Mex- 
ico; directors Andrew Onderdonk, Al- 
bert Boland, Maj. Handy, of publicity 
and promotion; Haakkl Bey, the Otto- 
man commissioner-general; Prof. Her- 
bert Vose, art commissioner for Hol- 
land; Commissioner Vcrcrussl, for Bel- 
gium; Engineer Oottleib and other 
prominentm embers of the Iprofession. 


President Hunt welcomed the guests 


on behalf of the directors. He said he 
had been connected with many en- 
gineering enterprises, but never before 
had he known such a gigantic piece of 
machinery to start so smoothly and ab- 
solutely without hitch. As trustee of 
the Polytechnic school of New York, 
the oldest in the country, he consid- 
ered it an honor to place among the il- 
lustrious names on the roll that of O. 
W. Ferris who had conquered his way 
to the fame he now occupied. Great 
applause followed the conclusion of 
the president's address, and three 
Cheers with a tigei were given for Mr. 
Ferris, who sat in the background as 
modest as a maiden on commencement 
day, 
wearing a pink carnation In his 


lapel. 


Mr. Ferris told how at an informal 


dinner in a Chicago restaurant he had 
conceived the idea of having the engi- 
neering profession represented at the 
fab* in a striking manner, and planned 
the structural iron and steel wheel. 
The newspaper press and many of his 
friends had accused him of having 
wheels in his head, but not on the 
ground. "I leave it to you, ladies and 
gentlemen," said the young genius, "to 
say if the wheel is still in my head. 
[Great laughter ] I dedicate this plant 
to the profession to which I belong 
For the Ruccess wrought in the build- 
Ing of this wheel 1 am indebted to the 
constant devotion and persistent en- 
couragement of my wife, my assistant 
and the superintendent of construc- 
tion." Mr. Ferris was then loudly ap- 
plauded. 


Gen. 
Miles paid a tribute to the 


genius and practical worth of American 
engineers. Maj. Handy and Judge 
Vincent also spoke, and then the 
guests were invited to take a ride on 
the wheel, which was decorated with 
American flags and bunting of red, 
white and blue. 
IMncees Marie Schavososky, repre- 


senting the institution of Empress 
Marie in Russia, was the hostess at a 
reception In the Russian section of the 
Women's building in the afternoon, in 
honor of the opening of the exhibit. 
Prince .Witmouski, MM. Bongoski and 
Mr. Clneoy, who were In charge of the 
exhibit, assisted in receiving the guests 
and explaining the objects on exhibi- 
tion and in the pavilion. The en-

In the showcases are 


copies of ancient womens' work and 
mosaics, a gold robe which belonged to 
a countesa of the sixteenth century, ex- 
hibits of rural industries, magnificent 
embroidery and fine needle-work. Tea 
was served in Russian style to the 
members of the Women's board, the ex- 
position officials, foreign commissioners, 
members of the Russian commission 
and the officers ot the Squadron.

Enormous Crowds doming- Into the Oity. 


CHICAGO, June 23.—Strangers are 


pouring into the city by thousands 
from every part, and so great is the 
rush to the World's fair that while in 
some cases the baggage department 
forces have been increabed three-fold, 
and the baggage room in proportion, it 
is as much as the roads can do to han- 
dle the enormous traffic. A distinct 
feature is the tremendous rush of 
European trade. So great is the traffic 
already that at the Polk street, Grand 
Central, Illinois Central, Union and 
other big depots, trains arrive in sec- 
tions of nine to eleven coaches each, as 
large or larger than the average pas- 
senger trains, the sections numbering? 
from two up to five. The heaviest 
rush seems to be from and to the east* 
and the fact that the Incoming and 
outgoing trains carry about an equal 
number of people argues that it is a 
steady World's fair crowd that is being 
handled. 


Accepted the Flan ot Award*. 


CHICAGO. June 133.—Imperial German 


Commissioner Wermuth yesterday ad- 
dressed a communication to John Boyd 
Thatcher, commissioner of awards, an- 
nouncing that all the foreign countries 
that hod withdrawn their exhibits on 
account of their dissatisfaction with 
Mr. Thatcher's plan of awards hod 
come back to the fold, except Franca, 
and Denmark. These countries are 
Germany, Brazil, Austria, Japan, Nor- 
way, 
Portugal, Persia, Spain, Sweden, 


Switzerland and Turkey. One of the 
foreigners said yesterday that rather 
than impair the history of the exposi- 
tion, which lives on the reports of ju- 
rors on awards, we submit to condi- 
tions that are unsatisfactory and un- 
tried. Commissioner Thatcher 
was 


pleased with their action, and remarked 
that the whole matter is just where it 
started, the foreigners gaining prac- 
tically nothing by their withdrawal.

He 
made no complaint during the day, 
retired shortly after 10 o'clock. Hii 
valet entered the room about midnight 
and iound bis master dead. The deat 
senator's business associates and 
friends were quickly apprised 
o)

condition 


seemed to enter his mind; in fact, h« 
talked confidently of his plans for Uu 
future, and expressed a desire to liv< 
ten years longer so he might bring hii 
university into prominence. His limb, 
became very much affected latterly 
and he waa hardly able to move abou 
without assistance.

Tho 
university will get, it is believed, the 
Vina Ranch of 50,000 acres and most 
of the Palo Alto property. Mrs. Stan- 
ford.undcr the will, is to carry out the 
work of her husband regarding the 
university. 


The BtanlordB in Washington.

Mrs Stanford's life was naturally a 
very promlnant one. They came here 
eight years ago, still in mourning over 
tho loss of their only child, Leland 
Stanford, Jr., whose death occurred 
two years previous in Italy.

Aoug-h the officers at Fort Keogh re- 
fuse to give out any information, tha 
rumor was revived vesterOay that five 
Indians had been killed and several 
seriously wounded in a fight with 
troops at Lame Deer, Cheyenne agency.

A few days ago one oi 
the enlisted Indians of Fort Keogh re- 
ceived leave to visit his people at th« 
agency.

An unknown boy. 
The greatest consternation followed. 


The rain continued falling in great 
sheets, and the bodies of the dead were 
soaked -through before they could be 
removed. As soon as possible King- 
ling brothers and their employes did 
every thing in their power to alleviate 
the condition of the wounded. 
The 


dead were taken down town and laid 
on the floor of the engine house, where 
they were, with the exception of tho 
unknown boy, identified in a. few min- 
utes after their arrival. The scenes as 
relatives identified their dead were dis- 
tressing. On elderly gentleman, the 
father of young Dean, a'handsome and 
intelligent young man, who was so 
suddenly taken from life, fainted and 
was carried out of the engine house, 
moaning. Women were present look' 
ing for relatives. 
Happily none ol 


them recognized any of the dead aal 
theirs. The clothing on some of tho 
dead was torn to shreds, while others 
presented no external evidences of the 
fatality except the awful stare and 
fixed, rigid feature*. 


The number of wounded is estimated 


all the way from ten to thirty. Most 
of them were taken home and ore do- 
ing well. The presence of the Ring- 
lings and their employes prevented a 
stampede which undoubtedly would 
have been attended with great fatality. 


The weather was clear but the air 


stifling when the crowd poured into 
the tent, and during the afternoon the 
thunder rolled ominously. Just at 4 
o'clock there was a blinding flash of 
lightning, followed by a terrific peal 
of thunder. The electricity filled the 
tent with its vivid flame. The air 
seemed on fire. The bolt hod struck 
the center pole of tho tent and in an 
.nstant diffused itself over the crowd. 
For a moment the vast crowd was 
stunned; then ensued a panic that for 
a moment seemed to be the destruction 
of hundreds of lives. With one Im- 
pulse the crowd started for the exit, 
and above the shrieks and screams of 
women rose the sound of the crashing 
scats. Near the shattered pole, which 
allowed the canvas to droop and flap, 
t score of people were laying pros- 
irated, some 
with their clothing 


burned and others with no mark of 
death save the peculiar pallor follow- 
up the work of the electric fluid. Six 
lad been instantly killed, but to those 
near the scene of death double that 
number seemed dead as they lay 
stunned and unconscious. 


The horror of the scene seemed to 


mralyze the crowd, else the inevitable 
mnlc must have occurred with dread- 
ful results. The stroke of lightning 
iod almost wrecked the tent and the 
wind completed the work. Through 
ihe rents in tho canvas poured the rain 
,n great solid masses, drenching every- 
thing and adding, if possible, to the 
terror of the occasion. The shrieks 
and groans of tbe frightened and 
wounded people reached the cars of the 
animals in the menagerie, and to the 
din was now added their roars and 
cries. AH this happened in an instant, 
and before a panic could be started 
one of the Ringling brothers leaped to 
the top of a box standing in the main 
ring and cried: "Attention!" 
Tho 


crowd stopped long enough to look at 
tiim, and the pause was enough for him 
to say. "The tent has been struck by 
Lightning, but there is not a. particle 
of danger." 


Not knowing the extent of the dis- 


aster the crowd sat still, with few ex- 
ceptions, until the dead and wounded 
were safely conveyed from the tent 
Thcn,in the driving rain,shivcrfng with 
apprchenelon and some half dead from 
fright, the crowd passed from the acenn 
of death in safety. It was simply 
miraculous that a panic was averted, 
and many of those who passed through 
the ordeal marvel when they recall it. 
The dead were conveyed to the fire-en- 
gine house and laid out in a row for 
identification. Of the six victims all 
save one boy were quickly claimed by 
relatives.

Tboiwanda ot Children in tbe Mill 


Kajoyment of An CmttBg—Beta- 
tlful Weather—Address of Wel- 
come by Proaldont Cronn. 


This is Field Day for the Sabbath 


eohool children ot Maoon and adjoining 
oonntiea-an ontmg beneath the tne> at 
Biveraide Park suggested by President 
J. B. Goria lest fell, field Day was not 
fnlly understood by the children until 
they got to the park. Now they know 
what it means—full freedom to ramp, and 
play, and jump, and swing, and have a 
good time generally, punctuated with a 
picnic dinner at noon, band music, sing- 
ing and apaaehmakug at the pavilion 
during the afternoon. 


The management oonld not have 


selected more perfect Jane weather 
than that nuppjied to-day—bright son- 
light, a cool, bracing breeae and no omin- 
ous clouds to oatue worry and vsiabon. 
All ot tbe school children in the county 
from the 82 schools appear to be at the 
park, together with large delegations 
from Montioello, Bement, Gerro Qordo, 
Taylorville and other towns.

THE ADDBTCB OF WILOOHS. 


Hon. J. B. Gorin, who has been presi- 


dent ot the county organization ten years 
and waa elected president of the Illinois 
State B. B. Association in Deoatur in 
1886, delivered the cordial address ot 
welcome. Below u the address in full: 


As I look at this great gathering of 


children and Sunday school workers my 
memory takes me back to my boyhood 
days when I attended Sunday school 65 
yean ago, in tbe old PresByterian ohnroh 
in the town ot Yandalia, then the Beat of 
government ot the State of Illinois, 
What wonderful changes have taken 
place in tbe condition of this great state 
and in the Sunday schools daring these 
yean. Then the state was in her baby- 
hood, wearing abort dresses, only ten 
years old without any influence, subject 
to the whims and caprices ot her older 
slaters. 
Now she has grown in wealth 


and everything that goes to make a great 
commonwealth and stands aa the third 
state in the Union, from a population ot 
about 150,000 to a population of 4,000,- 
000. 
Towns whioh contained a few 


hundred inhabitants have grown to be 
cities ot many thousands; places that 
had no existence. Chicago for instance, 
now contains a million and a quarter of 
inhabitants, where the Columbian Ex- 
position ie now being held, and where 
tha nations of the earth are gathered by 
their representatives. 
From a few flow 


paths and traces traversing the state 
here and there, has developed floe 
graveled roads and railroads whioh 
exceeds in mileage that ot any other 
state in the Union. 
Maoon oonnty was 


a part ot Shelby. Deoarar which now 
has a population of over twenty thou- 
sand inhabitants, and more public school 
houses than any eity in the state in pro- 
portion to population, and the finest 
ones, and the best managed—acknowl- 
edged by every one who visits them—the 
second Chicago in grit, get np and 
energy, had no existence in 1829, was 
not born until 1829. I made her ac- 
quaintance in 1833 when she was four 
years old. 
The Sunday school work has 


kept pace with the growth ot the state, 
from the little Sunday school which I 
attended in 1828, in the old capital ot 
this now great state ot Illinois. I have 
lived to see this glorious work grow and 
develop until every neighborhood in the 
state has one or more Sunday schools. 
The state of Illinois is the best organ- 
ize! state in the Union and stands at 
the head for systematic work in the San- 
day school, and Deoatnr and Maoon 
county the geographical center of the 
state, is—outside of Chicago—the cen- 
ter of life and light in the Sunday school 
interest in Illinois. 
I have seen our 


great state develop into a commonwealth 
of which I am proud—from an inaignifl- 
cant territory to its present prominence 
among the states ot the union. Some ot 
the greatest men, both civil and military, 
have had their homes among us—Lin- 
coln, the great emancipator; Grant, the 
greatest general ot the age; Ogleaby, 
the oft elected governor and brave gen- 
eral; Douglas, the little giant, and Ste- 
venson, the vice-president of the U. a.; 
Logan, prominent in civil and military 
positions, and many others whom we 
have honored with-high positions and 
who honored as by their probity tend 
ability in the dieaharge of their duties 
in the positions they occupied. With
